‘Morristown, N. J., February 24.— 
(United News.)—Identity of the mur- 
derer of Miss Margaret Brown, Park 
avenue governess, has been establish- 
ed to the satisfaction of officers, in- 
vestigators said tonight. His where- 
abouts, however, remain a mystery. 

All day long investigation of the 
“torch murder,” in which the 40-year- 
old governess was burned to death 
when her gasoline-soaked clothing was 
set afire, continued. It started with 
an announcement that an arrest would 
he made soon. ‘The day closed with 
the declaration that, while the killer 
had been identified, it was impossible 
to sav when he would be taken into 
custody. 

Kugitive Well Educated. 

While the name of the man sought 
was withheld, he was described as be- 
ing about Miss Brown's age, well edu- 
cated, known among a_ considerable 
circle of friends and a heavy drinker 
and occasional user of drugs. 

Kariy reports that the man was of 
n socially prominent New York fam- 
ily were denied by New Jersey offi- 
cers who said that while his arrest 
would be a distinct sensation ahd the 
story back of the killing might prove 
equally unusual, they would not reach 
into the ranks of society to solve the 


murder. 

Belief that the killer had eluded of- | 
ficers and might have made his way: 
through the patrols on the New JJer-| 
sey highways, getting out of the state, 
was strengthened by the fact that of- 
licers spread their search in many di- 
rections, Deace officers in New York 
and Pennsylvania both were enlisted 
in the hunt. 

Watch Funeral Crowd. 

New Jersey officers centered their 
investigation around Fort Lee, N. J., 
on the Hudson, opposite New York, 
where Miss Brown was buried today. 
Officers closely inspected the crowds 
at the funeral, looking for the slayer. 

Almost while the funeral was in 
progress Kmil Holzer, a farmer liy- 
ing near the spot in “Lover's lane.” 
Bernardsville, where the murder was 
‘done, reported that an intoxicated man, 
driving a big blue sedan, stopped him 
and tried to engage him in conversa-

An 
estate at one time estimated at nearly 
$1,000,000 was inherited by Mrs. Ap- 
pleby upon the death of her husband, 
a Chicago inventor, several vears ago. 

Evidence against Dr. McMillan, who 
is 57 vears years old, was circumstan- 
tial, The physician was arrested and 
charged with the murder shortly after 
the body of Mrs. Appleby was found 
last December 26 in the San Fernando 
valley here, tied in a sack.

One document that was featured 
prominently in the case wes a purport- 
ed will which the prosecution brarded 
as a forgery and accused the doctor 
of having drawn himself that he might 
claim the weal‘h of the widow after 
her death. 

Towards the close of the trial the 
doctor surprised the prosecution by 
taking the stand, admitting the will 
was in his handwriting and explain- 
ing that he wrote it at Mrs. Appleby’s 
dictation as a series of notations to 
be incorporated in a legally drawn 
testament later.

He 
visited the homes of four of those 
supposed to be under guard and moved 
through the district where trouble is 
supposed to be lurking around every 
corner. 

Fails to Find Guards, 

He went so far as to conduct him- 
self in a manner designed to arouse 
suspicion at times, 

But in only one case was anything 
encountered which bore even a sem- 
blance of being a guard and at no time 
was he accosted or stopped. There 
was not even a policeman on duty at 
the home of Mayor William Hale 
Thompson or State's Attorney Robert 
Crowe. The conclusion had to be 
that either the guard was non-existent 
or that it didn’t work on cold nights. 

Political patronage has been held 
responsible for some of the bombings 
of officials’ homes here recently.

Mr. Hoover 
was asked if it was not feasible for 
the federal government to press all 


of its construction work as rapidly |*" 


as possible now to take up the 
slack, to furnish employment for 
idle workmen and keep construc- 
tion forces of the country busily 
engaged in building the many post- 
offices and other government struc- 
tures that are badly needed, 


It is a lamentable fact that con- 
gress is “penny wise and pound 
foolish” in the matter of appropri- 
ating funds for, and otherwise pro- 
viding for the construction of nec- 
essary public buildings. 

There, are in many towns in 
Georgia, and throughout the na- 
tion, as for that matter, govern- 
ment-owned lots purchased long ago 
for the purpose of erecting post- 
offices. In many instances plans for 
these buildings have been = ap- 
proved, and their erection author- 
ized, and yet the funds for that pur- 
pose have not been provided. 


The United States postoffice de- 
partment pays the largest rent bill 
in America, amounting to more 
than $18,000,000 a year. The 
rental charges are high, so much 
so that a Chicago banking house 
recently published an advertisement 
offering first mortgage bonds on 
postoffice buildings leased to the 
United States government which 
yield, according to that advertise- 
ment, 6, 6} and 64% per cent. 


When it is considered that the 
government can borrow all of the 
money it needs, to meet any situa- 
tion, at 4 per cent, the folly of the 
enormous rent program is apparent. 

The Record suggests that the 
government could issue $200,000- 
000 of bonds at 4 per tent and put 
that money Into the construction of 
postoffices and still have a margin 
of saving of about $10,000,000 a 
year—that is, it could save thet 
amount over what it is now paying 
annually for rent of ‘postoffices and 
the sum could be applied to a sink- 
ing or amortization fund. 

We submit to the southern dele- 
gations in congress that vigorous 
activity on their part could initiate 
such a building program, .from 


which the south would profit most.. 


It is a fact that. the government is 


‘renting far more postoffices in the 


south than in any other section of 
the country. In the north and wé%st 
it is difficult:to find a town of any 
consequence that has not a beauti- 
ful government-owned  postoffice 
building, large or small, according 
to demands. This is not true in 
the south. And many of the build- 
ings that the government owns 
were erected several years ago and 
are at present inadequate to re- 
quirements. 

This is true in Atlanta. . The 
government pays a heavy rent bill 
here, and the central federal build- 
ing is not only antiquated but of 
inadequate capacity. 

Despite all. of the prosperity talk 
-—and the country on the whole is 
prosperous—it cannot be denied 
that unemployment is a, problem. 
It is time for the government to

Responsibility also rests, in my 
judgment, upon forest industries and 
land owners to progressively extend 
timber growing as part of their op- 
erations. ‘There is an obligation for 
industrial leadership and foresight in 
working out. this national economic 
problem. 

Unlike many of our natural re 
sources, timber can renew itself. Its 
right use does not exhaust the sup- 
ply, but petpetuates it. In the long 
run, indeed, right use increases the 
supply, for it speeds up growth. The 
lumber and other forest industries 
can and should be perpetual. 

The bulk of our forest land must 


be devoted to commercial timber 
growing. Here the public interest in 
outdoor beauty and recreation will be 
served by precisely the same devel- 
opment which serves the economic 
needs of the country. This is evident 


today in many portions of New Eng- 
land, as well as elsewhere. General 
reforestation, with the harvesting of 
timber under methods that insure con- 
tinuous .growth, will preserve, and 
in many cases restore, the attrac- 
tiveness of rural landscapes, and op- 
portunities for outdoor recreation. 
The economic benefits from timber 
use and general timber replacement 
are as one with the social benefits 
from forest perpetuation, and any 
course calculated to promote the form- 
er will to an equal degree, conserve 
the latter. L believe that this rela- 
tionship between commercialeforestry, 
whether on public or private lands, 
and the outdoor interests of the coun- 
try, will become more and more gen- 
erally appreciated, especially as the 
manufacture of timber products loses 
the stigma of forest destruction and

As it stands it is a case for your 
lawyer. The correspondence school un- 
doubtedly will try very hard to hold 
your boy to the contract. It will 
claim, and rightfully, that it stands 
ready to fulfil] its end of the contract 
and that any failure on the part of 
your boy to comprehend what he is 
studying is not its fault. 

A country boy working on a farm 
purchases, for example, from a slick 
salesman an expensive correspondence 
course in electrical engineering where 
the boy’s previous education has been 


limited and where his present environ- 


nient offers no opportunity for prac- 
tice in the theory he is studying, is 
to be commended for his ambition 
and condemned for his poor sense. 

Any young man who believes that 
one can become a mechanical engi- 
neer in six weeks and thereupon earn 
$10,000 .a year within six months had 
better pinch himself to see if he's 
awake before the salesman pinches 
him to sign on the dotted line. 

Anyone who signs anything should 
read what is stated above the blank 
space left for the signature. 

Anyone ought to know in these 
days of enlightenment that one can- 
not get something for nothing. But 
unfortunately so many of us are try- 
ing to get there without work that 
we become easy prey for concerns 
which know our weakness. The ig- 
norant man who slyly meets the fel- 
low who has a machine which wiil 
make $100 bills by putting sawdust 
into a slot deserves to get what comes 
to him. 

But not so with 
correspondence courses. These pur- 
chasers are not crooks. They are 
often merely more ambitious than 
wise, more hasty than thoughtfui, 
more unsophisticated than keen. 

Before purchasing any correspond- 
ence course in any subject ask your- 
self these questions: 

1. Have I sufficient preliminarr 
education to take the course? The 
salesman says “Sure.”’ But what does 
your fermer principal say?
